Bille Introduced in the Illinois General 
Assembly. 
SPRINGFIELD, II., April 15.—After the re-

By Mr. Payne—To provide for the purchase 
of a site fora Post-office inthe city of Rock 
Island. 

By Mr. Stoker—To prevent discrimination 
in fees and salaries on account of sex. 

By Mr. White of Stark—to protect persons 
and property from accident by bicycles. 

By Mr. Whitehead—To allow the taking of 
depositions on notice without the issue of 
Gedimus, and also one to allow heirs of 
persons killed to bring action in their own 
names without waiting for administration. 

The bill providing fora defciency in the 
Department of Education passed with an 
emergency clause. Mr. Morris’ slave bill to 
establish the validity of inheritance of chil- 
dren, one or both of whose parents were 
slaves, passed by a vote of 104 to 8. 

The bill providing for the expenses of spe- 
cial committees, contested elections investi- 
gating, stock yard investigation, etc., passed 
with an emergency clause. The Dearborn 
Park Library bill was advanced to a third 
reading without amendment. 

Mi Wilson of Ogle was granted an in- 
definite leave of absence on account of seri- 
ous fliness, and also Mr. Edwards of Peoria. 

There was a lively racket over the weekly 
pay Dill which cameup on second reading. 
The bill as it came fromthe Senate included 
coal, express, telephone, telegraph, street 
car and other companies, excepting ralil- 
roads, but named municipal corporations. 
An amendment was immediately presented 
by Mr. Ferns to strike out municipal corpo- 
ra tions. This brought up a warm debate, 
which was indulged in by members on both 
sides of the House, during which a 
motion to adjourn was lost. Mr. Pad- 
dock explained that there was not 
a dollar in the treasury ofthe city of Kanka- 
kee to pay laborers on sewers, etc., and has 
not been forten years. The city is obliged 
to pay in script and if this bin 
were to become a law it would put every 
Kankakee officialin jatifor failing to pay 
every week incash. Another strong point in 
favor of the amendment was that most cities 
meet once a month to audit accounts and un- 
der their charter cannot meet Oftener. Hence 
it would overturn the governmentof every 
city in the State. 

The Van Praag ‘‘knowingly’’ MNquor bill 
came up this morning in the House on second 
reading. Mr. Parkhurst spoke strongly 
against the bill and concluded by a motion to 
strike out the words ‘‘saloonkeeper know- 
ingly sell liquors to drunkards and minors.’’ 
This brought upa sharp debate. Van Praag 
hurried over to the Republican side and whis- 
pered to Representative Miller and then 
dodged out into the back corridor. Miller 
immediately moved that the consideration of 
the bill be post poned on account of the 
absence of the author. This was received 
with prolonged laughter. Mr. Parkhurst in- 
Sisted on this motion, which was put and 
carried by a vote of 99 to . 

The good work of Eilling bills begun in com- 
mittees was continued in the House, and the 
bill providing that railroad companies shall 
not allow cars to stand upon tracks within 
one hundred feet of street crossings, and the 
one relieving the owners of traction engines 
from the responsibility of protecting road 
bridges by placing heavy planks upon them 
while crossing, also had the enacting words 
striken out. 

There wasa prolonged fight over a little 
bill to oblige farmers to keep their farm ma- 
chines far enough from the fences along the 
highways so as not to frighten fractious 
horses, which was finally ordered to third 
reading.

CABLED TO ROME. 


Secretary Blaine’s Reply to the Italian 
Premier 


THE FULL CORRESPONDENCE TO BE MADE 
PUBLIC TO-NIGHT. 


Rudini’s Position an Attempt to Bluff the 
United States—It May End in the 
Downfall of His Ministry—The Matter 
as Viewed in Paris—The Murder So- 
ciety at Bari. 


Wasuinotor, D. C., April 15.—Secretary 
Blaine completed his reply to the last letter 
from the Italian Government yesterday, and 
sent a copy to Marquis Imperiali last night 
for transmission to Marquis Di Rudini. It is 
understood to be a long and complete answer 
to all of the questions raised in the last note 
from Italy, being much more voluminous 
than any of the preceding letters. The belief 
is that Marquis Imperali, who is merely a 
medium of e t . 
cabled the letter to his Government, 
as the Secretary is in receipt of an intimation 
that the note has reached Rome, he will 
probably make public both his own remarks 
and the last letter from Rudini, which has 
not yet appeared in print. It is expected 
that this publication will be made to-night. 
It is intimated from semi-official quarters 
that the analysis and synopsis of the con- 
tents of the last note from Rome that has 
been published thus far are not correct and 
that the letter itself will show a less temper- 
ate tone on the part of Italy 
than has hitherto been supposed. 
This, if true, may explain the flarry of popu- 
lar excitement in Rome during the past week. 
Secretary Blaine in his note has not with- 
drawn in the least from his original attitude 
in deciaring that the law will take its course 
and can't be hurried; that indemnity will 
probably be granted the families of the killed 
at New Orleansin cases where it is proved 
that they were Italian subjects and entitled 
thereto, but that this proof must be undoubt- 
ed, and thatthe Federal Government can’t 
trespass upon the prerogatives of the State 
which now controls the action in the case, 


THE MALA VITA TRIALS. 


A LARGE NUMBER OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
MURDER ASSOCIATION ARRAIGNED. 

RomeE, April 15.—The trial of the members 
of the Maia Vita Society, now in progress at 
Bari, is exciting an immense amount of in- 
terest in this city. The accused are 179 in 
number, and belong to elther the working or 
the criminal classes. Some are fairly well off, 
young coopers and stonemasons, are well 
dressed, and present by no means an tinat- 
tractive appearance, but others are well- 
known criminals of the lowest type. 
They are confined in two galleries, 
surrounded by heavy iron bars, and 
guarded by a strong force of 
military and police. To-day was 
consumed m taking testimony. A 
detective was placed upon the stand who 
testified that he had joined the murder 
society, and described its ramifications. The 
society is divided into Cam- 
oristi, Pudiotti and N 
the order named. The lower orders under 
the control of the higher. Several informers 
have given evidence, one denouncing more 
than seventy members. The examination 
will include 207 witnesses for the prosecution, 
and 4235 for the defense. Most of those accused 
plead absolute ignorance of the 
society, and often crimes of biackmalil 
and murder of which they are accused. 
When the evidence opened there was a scene 
of the wildest excitementin the court. The 
prisoners called out to their friends who were 
present, moved their arms and gesticulated 
in the most frantic manner. Thirty counsel 
have been retained for the defense. It is ex- 
pected that over 200 additional arrests will be 
made in consequence of revelations made by 
informers. 


A GAME OF BLUFF. 


RUDINI HOPED TO FRIGHTEN THE PEOPLE OF 
THE UNITED STATES. 


” Loxrpor, April 15.—A dispatch from Rome 
says that there is no douut in well-informed 
circles that the recall of Fava was a con- 
temptibie piece of acting on the part ofthe 
Italian Government,and that the whole story 
will shortly be made publictothe discom- 
fiture of the Rudinicabinet. Official papers 
are in existence showing that Fava had 
asked, and his government had granted, a 
leave of absence before the New Orleans mas- 
sacre was heard of, or had occurred, 
and that Rudini had afterward deter- 
mined to give a dramatic and bravado 
aspect to the Minister’s holiday by prociaim- 
ing ita recall. He really expected to frighten 
the Americans, and in failing to do so has 
made himself such an object of ridicule that 
he may have to retire in shame and leave the 
field to Crispi, who is doing everything possi- 
ble to add to his successor’s embarrassment. 
Should Crispi regain power it is expected 
that he will give the whole correspondence to 
the public. The levying of new taxes, which 
is now recognized as the only way out of the 
financial slough, cannot fail to hasten 
Rudini’s downfall. Even had Crispi re- 
mained in power these taxes would have to 
be imposed, aud his retirement has saved 
him from the unpopularity that will attend

Blopement of Miss Mary Carhart 
From Los Angeles, Cal. 

WuHire Frans, N. T., April 15.—The elope- 
ment of Miss Mary Carhart with Otto Kles- 
lich, one of her mother’s employes on the 
farm, near Los Angeles, Cal., has created a 
decid ed sensation here, but those who knew 
the family well here say it is what they ex- 
pected. Her father, Thomas Carhart of the 
old firm of Carhart, Whitford & Co., died 
nine years ago. Mrs. Oarhart comes of a 
wealthy New Orleans family, said to be Cre- 
oles. She has two daugiters and three sons, 
Mary, who ts 22 years of age, being the oldest. 
She is a girl of medium height, blonde and 
pretty, and wears eye-giasses. Otto Kies- 
lich entered the service of the Carhart family 
more than nine years ago, and after Mr. Car- 
hart’s death he was promoted to the office of 
superintendent of the big estate at White 
Plains. 

The couple were inseparable companions 
when they lived here. On pleasant days they 
were observed riding out together on horse- 
back. Although Kieslich first rode out in the 
attire of a coachman, he soon discarded the 
coachman’s attire, a shining beaver hat and 
clothes of the latest style being adopted 
instead. When here he seemed supreme in 
the management of the affairs of the Car- 
harts, his word being good in verbal agree- 
ment even in matters of hundreds of dollars. 
Three years ago he induced Mrs. Carhart to 
purchase the Husted farm of 196 acres at 
Kensico, five es north of this village. 
After he had stocked the farm he asked Mrs. 
Carhart to move her family there, which she 
did. In just one month she returned to her 
palatial residence in Mamaronick avenue. 
This fancy of Kieslich’s cost Mrs. Carhart 
$20,000. 

Thomas F. Carhart, Mrs. Carhart’s hus- 
band, during his life here never kept but 
three horses. During the last three years the 
Oarhart family resided here there were at no 
time less than seventy horses in the magnifi- 
cent stables on their place. In October, 1889, 
Mrs. Carhart discharged Kiesieh for disobey - 
ing her orders. Immediately after his dis- 
charge Miss Mary Carhart became hysterical 
and avowed her intention of leaving home. 
She emained so un- 
tu Mrs. rt reinstated Kieslich. After 
this he escorted Mary to church and to 
entertainments. It was not an uncommon 
thing for herto drive a tandem team to the 
station to meet him. He would alight from 
a train, lft his hat and take a seat 
beside her. They would then drive 
of, Miss Mary retaining the reins. 
Kieslich would go intoa store here and order 
two dozen high-priced neckties and three 
suits of the best clothes to be had. The bill 
would be paid by Mrs. Carhart’scheck. The 
Carharts were seldom to be found in society 
here, their relations with many of their 
neighbors, owing to ‘‘Priace Otto’s’’ connec- 
tion with the family, being strained. When 
here Kieslich is said to have admitted having 
a wife and children living in Brooklyn, but 
said his wife was divorced from him. He is a 
German, 42 years old, and of fine physical 
development. Kieslich was known here on 
the streets as Prince Otto, on account of 
his extravagant ways. His mother was em- 
ployed about the grounds surrounding the 
Carhart house, and her name was down on 
the Carhart pay-roll. She has repeatedly 
been seen by passers-by working in and 
avout the felds. She is & years old, and it is 
said she has gone to Brooklyn to reside with a 
married daughter. 


A HEEVOUS HOBSE.

Yet 
the great agricultural State of Texas ga ve a 
majority of 185,000 for one side of the 
question and the great agricultural 
State of Kansas gave a majority of 
83,000 on the other side. Other causes of de- 
pression were a high protective tariff, a de- 
creased volume of money and the raising of 
freight and passenger rates to pay dividends 
on watered stock. The remedies were 
a lower tariff, an increase in the volume of ‘ 
currency, and the regulation of the railroads 
so that they could pay dividends only on the 
actual capital invested.

MISS KATHERINE MEYERS BREAKS HER 
PARASOL ON MISS MATTIE KOHLER. 


Joseph Linenbarger’s Bad Blunder Causes 

a Scene on Jefferson Avenue and Wal- 
nut Street Last Evening Which Attracts 
a Big Crowd—The Oommission Man and 
the Two Women Arrested. 


Two young and rather handsome women 
and a faultlessly attired young man were the 
principals in a sensational scene a few min- 
utes before s o’clock last evening at Jefferson 
avenue and Walnut street. The young man 
was no other than Joseph Linenbarger, a 
well-known commission merchant who is 
seen on ‘Change daily, and the 
young women were Miss Katherine 
Meyers, residing on Market street near Jeffer- 
son avenue, and Miss Mattie Kohler, who 
resides in handsome apartments on Hickory 
street, back of Schneider's Garden. Eye wit- 
nesses agree that the scene was exciting in 
the extreme, and only the prompt appear- 
ance of Patrolman John Coleman prevented 
serious results. From all accounts ft appears 
that Linenbarger was taking a walk along 
Jefferson avenue in company with Miss 
Kohler. She was leaning on his arm and both 
were absorbed in conversation when they 
met Miss Meyers. The latter, it appears, 
thinking she had a prior and a stronger 
claim on the affections of the young commis- 
sion merchant, did not like the spectacle that 
greeted her vision. 


THE YOUNG MAN BLUNDERED. 
She stopped, and then Linenbarger blun- 
dered. He proceeded to introduce the two 
young women and the scene followed, The 
young man’s embarrassment led him 
into this mistake. In an instant 
shrill voices were heard, and before any- 
body could interfere Miss Meyers’ umbrella 
was in pieces. she had broken it over the 
back of Miss Kohler. Linenbarger then took 
a hand inthe fray to undo as much as lay in 
hig power the sanguinary result of his 
thoughtless action. Both women were thor- 
oughly aroused by this time, and the crowd 
grew larger. The young commission man 
was excited, embarrassed and did not 
know what to do. A happy thought 
finally struck him, and he proceeded to 
act without further delay. Only a half a block 
distant was an approaching Jefferson avenue 
car. He would hailitand jumpaboard with 
Miss Kohler to get away from Miss Meyers. 
He hailed thecar and taking the Kohler 
woman’s arm triedto get aboard. Miss 
Meyers. was not so easily eluded, however, as 
she started to get on. Linenbarger it is 
claimed then lost his temper and either 
struck or pushed Miss Meyers in a violent man 
ner. 
ATTRACTED THE POLICE. 

The feminine cries became shriller, and he- 
fore the car driver could get away from the 
quarreling trio Officer Coleman came along 
and escorted them to the Fifth District Sta- 
tion. Then Linenbarger gave the name of 
John Lionberger. Miss Meyers was greatly 
excited,and between her sobs told that she 
had been treated in an outrageous man- 
ner by the commission merchant. She 
said that he had promised to marry 
her but abandoned her to take up with 
the Kohler woman. She said it was her in- 
tention to pass them by wiren she met the pair 
on Jefferson avenue, but that she could not 
restrain herself when Linenbarger attempted 
to introduce ber tothe Kohler woman. She 
preferreda charge of disturbing the peace 
Against IAnenbarger and the Kohler woman 
followed this up with a similar charge 
against the Meyers woman. Linenbarger 
geve bond and hurried away, leaving the 
Meyers woman in the hands of the police. She 
was soon bailed, however, and laft the sta- 
tion still sobbing.

When the cases were called in the First Dis- 
trict Police Court this morning the announce- 
ment was made that there would be no pros- 
ecution, and both were accordingly nolle 
prosequied. Miss Meyers was present when 
the case was called and left a few minutes 
later to spend the day with friends.

The Conflict Between Whites and Blacks 
at Charlotte, N. C. 


COMBAT AT A CHURCH IN WHICH GUNS 
WERE FREELY USED. 


‘Country People Flocking to the Town and 
Recruiting the Ranks—A Threatened 
Lynching the Oause of the War—Shot 
by a Burglar—Barn Burners—Criminal 


News. * 


CHARLOTTE, N. C., April 16.— Trouble be- 
tween the white and negro population in this 
city which originated over the murder of 
Macca, an Italian, presumably by Henry 
Brandham, colored, and which led to an at- 
tempt to lynch the prisoner last night is be- 
coming ominous. News of the excitement 
spread rapidly, and all trains leading into the 
city are crowded with people from neighbor- 
ingtowns. Thestreetsare packed with ex- 
cited men. The negroesare holding a mass- 
meeting to decide what they will do. The 
African M. E. Church was filled all last night 
witha crowd of angry negroes, seemingly 
Getermined on lynching. At 2 o’clock this 
morning a squad of negroes went to the jail 
and asked for protection stating that the 
lives of their fellow-men were in immediate 
danger at the church. Col. J. T. Anthony at 
once dispatched a portion of the militia to 
the church and asthe men were being drawn 
into line some negroes who were in the cupola 
opened fire on them. This so incensed the 
military thatthe fire was returnedand the 
megrochurch was riddied with bullets. All 
the stained glass windows were broken, and 
it is reported that several negroes were badly 
injured. Mayor McDowell issued a proclama- 
tion yesterday afternoon that all the bar- 
rooms of the city must be closed at 5:30 
o’clock, so that whisky should not lead the 
infuriated mob to deeds of violence. 

A correspondent had a long talk with Henry 
Brandham in the jail yesterday afternoon. 
He declared that he never saw the Italian, 
Macca, and declared that he can secure proof 
sufficient to show that he is no murderer. 
Last night it was rumored that Brandham 18 
the man who so foully murdered an 
old citizen of Breenbourg several weeks 
ago in the same way that 
Macca was killed. An extra force of 200 men 
has gone from police headquarters to guard 
the jail. It is not thought advisable to put 
the military on guard as they were up all last 
night. The hardware stores have been raided 
by citizens in search of arms and young men, 
boys and all, have guns. 

Never before in the history of the city has 
such excitement existed as during the past 
twenty-four hours. Men have abandoned 
their business to join the mob. The Gadies of 
the city are badly frightened. The negroes 
say they expect to burn every white church 
in the city in their efforts to avenge the 
wrong. Thecinds ofthe whites have wan 
dered from the idea of lynching and now itis 
a contest between white and negro domina 
tion. Grave fears are expressed for the 
Safety of the city. 


SHOT BY A BURGLAR. 


WORK OF TRAMPS AT EDWARDSVILLE, 
ILL.—OTHER CRIMES. 


EDWARDSVILLE, III., April 15.—At a few 
minutes before 65 o’clock this morning the 
residence of T. C. Clarke, a merchant of this 
city, residingon ‘‘Piety Hin,“ was entered 
by a burglar. Mr. Clarke was aroused and 
grappled with the man, who eluded his 
grasp, but was again caught. At this junct- 
ure the burglar began firing a revolver at 
him. Mrs. Clarke, who was in the next room, 
entered when the firing began, upon which 
the man aimed a shotather. The shot took 
effect, entering and lodging in the lower part 
of the chest, piercing the lung. The burglar 
is described as probably a tramp, short in 
stature, wearing greasy clothes. After the 
shooting he was pursued to the gate by Mr. 
Clarke, who then returned to the assistance 
of his wife, and the man was lost sight of. 
He lost a shoe in the yard. Another shoe was 
found later near the Wabash tracks. supposed 
tobethe mate. A meeting of citizens was 
called by the ringing of the fire department 
bell at 7 a.m. and a posse raised to search 
for and capture the desperado. 

Two residences in lower town were entered 
during the early part of the night, also one in 
the east of town. 


A RANCHMAN’S CRUEL DEED.

Return- 
ing he fired at McDermott and put a bullet in 
his neck, but at the same time killed the 
child, Several shots were exchanged and 
McDermott was mortally wounded.

The Chicago & Alton Road Prepared 
for the Boycott. f 


PROMINENT LINES PROMISE TO COME TO 
ITS RESCUE. 
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Significant Action of the Nickel Plate 
Goods in Bond on Canadian Railways 
—Nebraska Stockmen Aroused—Unjust 
Discrimination Alleged—Tendered His 
Resignation. 


New YorK, April 15.—A peculiar phase of 
the boycott declared against the Chicago & 
Alton road by the Board of Rulings of the 
Joint Committee came to light yesterday. The 
New York, Chicago 4 St. Louis Rallroad 
(Nickel Plate) sent the friendly assurance to 
the boycotted road that it would not join in 
the boycott. Similar assurances from six or 
seven other roads have been received by the 
Chicago & Alton people, but this action of 
the Nickel Plate is remarkable because the 
Nickel Plate is a Vanderbilt road and the 
Vanderbilts are taking a hand in the boycott 
with the New York Central and the West 
Shore roads. 

Besides the Nickel Plate, the Delaware & 
Hudson sent word to the general passenger 
agent ofthe Chicago & Alton yesterday that 
they would continue to carry all the passen- 
gers that they could get. These rebellious 
roads are represented in the committee. The 
New York, Ontario & Western issued the boy- 
cotting circular to its ticket agents, baggage 
men and conductors yesterday morning, but 
up to last evening the Delaware & Western 
and the Lehigh Valley had made no move. 
Commissioner Farmer is authority for the 
Statement that the last two-named roads 
have had their circulars of instructions 
printed. This being the case, it is quite 
likely that the circulars were sent 
through the mails last night. The 
Chesapeake & Ohio road, which has 
an office on Broadway, has also joined 
the boycott. Mr. Charles Oberg, the General 
Western Passenger Agent of the Chicago & 
Alton, said last evening: ‘‘If I find to-mor- 
row that the ticket agents of the other roads 
are actually refusing to sell tickets to passen- 
gers that desire to travel over our line I shall 
place Alton tickets on sale in competitive 
places throughout the country. The road has 
taken a position it believes to be right and it 
is not going to back down. We will fight the 
thing to the end. There is no disposition on 
our part to have the case re-opened before 
the Board of Rulings.’’ 


GOODS IN BOND ON CANADIAN ROADS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—Before leav- 
ing here for New York yesterday Secretary 
Foster said in regard to the proposed new 
regulations governing the shipments of goods 
to points in the United States brought to the 
border by Canadian railways: 

Moe have settled the question of the man- 
ner in which we will treat goods coming in 
bond on Canadian roads. They must be 
treated in the same way as goods arriving 
from abroad at the portof New York. At 
present such goods are brought across the 
border under consular seal, and are for- 
warded to their destination, where they are 
examined for the first time. 

While the volume of business was small 

it did not much matter, but now that it has 
become large this system has becomea farce. 
What examination is made is done by the 
railroad officials, the manifest is approved 
and the goods come across the frontier with- 
out proper inspection by customs officials. 
It is alleged that large frauds have been per- 
petrated under the consular seal system. 
New regulations are being prepared ana the 
manner of treating goods crossing the border 
will be materially modified so that there may 
be proper protection against frauds on the 
revenue. 
It is thought that the changes in the regu- 
lations will deprive the Canadian railroads of 
some of the advantages they have heretofore 
enjoyed and that they will inure to the bene- 
ut of the American trunk lines. 

Mr. Depew said toa reporter last Thursday 
that he did not believe Secretary Foster 
would issue such an order. He added that it 
would be the most disastrous step ever taken 
against the Canadian roads and would shut 
them out from doing business in the United 
States. 

STOCKEMEN AROUSED. 

OMAHA, Neb., April 15.—Trouble broke out 
at the stock yards yesterday between the 
railroads and live stock shippers, the former 
claiming that they were being regularly de- 
frauded out of immense sums by stock being 
billed from Western points to this place, sold 
and reshipped onthe same billing, thus se- 
curing through rates which should be purely 
local business. T. C. Meagley has been sent 
here by the Western Joint Freight Associa- 
tion to investigate the matter and cause the 
arrest of such shippers for violating the m- 
terstate law. The railroad officials claim 
that similar measures arein vogue at Kan- 
sas City, Salt Lake, Denver, Cheyenne, Sioux 
City and Minneapolis, and assert that agents 
of the Joint Freight Rate Association are en 
route to those points to investigate. Stock-

THE TRAIN TO BE GREETED WITH AN 
ARTILLERY SALUTE. 


Mr. Harrison to Be the Guest of the Gov- 
ernor—Defenses for Atlantic Seaboard 
Cities—Placed on the Pension Roll 
Steamship Subsidies — Washington 
Notes. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., April 15.—A special 
dispatch from Atlanta, Ga., where the Pres!- 
dent is expected to arrive to-day, says: Full 
arrangements have been made for the recep- 
tion of the presidential party in Atlanta. The 
special train will arrive here from Chatta- 
nooga at 8 o’clock this afternoon.” It will 
be met half way between here and Chat- 
tanooga by the Mayor and full council 
of the city, accompanied by a special delega- 
tion of citizens appointed by the 
Mayor.

ments flying in the breeze. Yet he was ina 
good humor, and on the way up Twelfth 
street gave a short story of some of his recent 
experiences. He said: 4 

HIS STORY. 

Jam only 27, but have seen a heap of fun 
in my day. I wasraised in New York and 
came West only a few yearsago. About four 
months agol struck Springfleld, Mo. I was 
in hard luck and desperate—well, a copper 
nipped me with a lot of stolen goods on my 
clothes. The stuf? had deen 
from a North Springfield 
that same night and they had 
me dead torights. IknewI was good for at 
least five years before a jury, so the first 
chance I got I fixed up a scheme with the 
other five fellows in my celltoescape.

EUROPE’S PERENNIAL PERIL. 

The seizure and retention of Alsace and 
Lorraine by Germany has for twenty 
years converted Europe into a vast mili- 


— 


tary encampment, covered with the great-. 


est and most expensive armies the world 
ever saw. So long as the seized provinces 
hold out their hands to France and plead 
for rescue, just so long will this constant 
preparation for war go on, forcing all the 
European Governments to the verge of 
bankruptcy and revolution, no man know- 
ing that a month will elapse before the 
armies will be engaged in the work of 
wholesale slaughter. 

Europe could keep down the Eastern 
question alone, or settle it forever, with 
much smaller armies than she now main- 
tainsin time of nominal peace. But the 
dismemberment of France was Russia’s 
opportunity to obtain as an ally the power 
that had been foremost in opposing the ex- 
tension of Russian power over Southeast-~ 
ern Europe and around the Mediterranean 
coast. The Eastern question is now joined 
to the Alsace-Lorraine question as a reason 
for maintaining monster armies and con- 
tinually apprehending the outbreak of a 
war that will involve the whole continent. 

This comes of the European idea that 
governments are instituted to rule the 
people and not to consult the wishes of the 
governed, except when force has been tried 
and failed. If the wishes of the Alsatians 
and Lorrainers were consulted and re- 
spected, every army in Europe might be 
reduced to a real peace footing to-morrow, 
and more would be done inten years of 
such peace toward ameliorating the con- 
dition of the European masses than can 
possibly be done in a century under such 
conditions as now prevail. 
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THE MERRY WAR.

WHY CANDIDATE LYNAM PAID COMMIT- 
TEEMAN KRALEMAN $200. 


The Republican Representative of the 
Ward Agreed Not to Put Up a Candi- 
date for the House and to Support the 
Democrat for a Oonsideration—Lynam 
Charges That He Violated His Promise. 


The Republicans in the Tenth Ward have 
been sorry ever since the election that they 
did not put up a candidate for the House of 
Delegates, for with the terrible split in the 
Democratic party they are sure they could 
have won. They have been wondering too, 
why no candidate was put up, and those who 
hear the political gossip know of the dicker 
which kept a Republican out of the field. 

Two checks have recently come into the 
possession of the PostT-DISPATCH, which ex- 
plain the whole mystery. They are for $100 
each, and one is dated March 17, the other 
March 2. They are both signed ‘‘Lynam 
Bros. and both are indorsed ‘‘Casper 
Kralemann.’’ One member of the firm of Ly- 
nam Bros. is Thomas J. Lynam, the Demo- 
cratic candidate for the House, and Casper 


PROMINENT sr. LOUISANS’ DEATHS. 


Capt. Jos. A. Brown, Mrs. Ellis Wainright 
and Garrett Van Waggoner Pass Away. 
Capt. Joseph A. Brown died yesterday 

morning at 9:30 o’clock at his home in Eu- 

reka, St. Louis County, Joseph A. Brown 
was a native of Missouri, and was born in 

Jefferson County in 1832. He livedin the State 

during his entire lifetime, with the exception 

of a few years which he spent in Montana just 
previous to the war. : 

At the opening of the war he organized a 
company and was elected Captain. His troop 
did not go into active service while he was ip 
command. After the war he was made Dis- 
trict Attorney for Southeast Missouri. He 
was married to Miss Mattie Dorris, daughter 
of Gen. Thomas Dorris of St. Louis. Four 
children were born, Dorris and Russell the 
sons, and two daughters. After several years 
Capt. Brown and his wife were divorced and 
he went to live with his father, who survives 
him, at Eureka. 

Mrs. Brown and the — — their 
home at the Dorris mansion on the outskirts 
of the city. 

After his retirement he was again elected 
Prosecuting Attorney and served one term. 

His divorced wife married again, and be- 
came Mrs. Van Whiskers. 

His two sons were wild and wayward. 
Russell became very dissipated. Several 
years ago he was desperately pushed for 
money and broke into the house of his grand- 
mother, Mrs. Dorris, and in the struggle to 
possess himself of her valuables, he choked 
her so that shediedashorttimeafter.

STORY OF THE CHECKS. 

The story that was toldof these checks was 
that Kralemann did not care to run a candi- 
date for the House if any inducement was 
offered him not to do so,and then hecon- 
ceived the idea that it might be worth some- 
thing to Candidate Lynam to keep a rival out 
of the field. He accordingly sent word to 
Lynam that he could have a clear field for 
$200, and Lynam agreed to pay it. The checks, 
a fac-simile of one is published here, are proof 
that Tom Lynam paid Kralemann 
$200 and the only question left in 
doubt was the purpose of the payment. 
Mr. Lynam was therefore called upon at his 
store, Thirteenth and Cass avenue, this 
morning and asked what the circumstances 
were under which he paid Committeeman 
Kralemann $200. He seemed disinclined to 
talk at frst. He said he did not mind telling 
the story, but as he was defeated he was 
afraid some one might think it was a squeal, 
and he was notaman to squeal. He was 
finally convinced that so much had been 
gathered from the rumors in the ward that 
the story was practically known and then he 
consented to tell it all. 

„A third party came to me, he began, 
‘‘and‘said that Kralemann did not care to put 
up a candidate for the House of Delegates, 
and that he would not let any one run on the 
Republican ticket if I would give him $200. I

was a candidate, and of course I wanted as 
easy a thing as I could get, so I took the 
proposition under consideration. I finally 
concluded that it was a good thing, because 
if I could keep a Republican out of the fleld I 
would have an easy election. I told the third 
party that I would accept the proposition, 
and the terms were made.’’ 

**Who was the third party?“ 

‘*] don’t wish to mention his name because 
I believe he thought he was doing me a kind- 
ness. 0 

‘*‘What was Kralemann’s proposition?“ 

He agreed for $200 not to put up a candi- 
date for the House and to throw his whole 
strength for me. He was to work for me, and 
all his friends and the judges and clerks he 
named were to work for me, too. 

‘*Did he live up to his bargain?’’ 

„No, he did not. I have it on pretty good 
authority that Cosgrove and Kralemann fixed 
the thing up, just as Kralemann and I had 
done, and for thé same amount, but Krale- 
mann caught me first, and then went after 
Cosgrove. On election day he was working 
squarely against me, and everyone of his 
judges and clerks was wearing a Oosgrove 
badge. The election was pretty expensive 
| for Cosgrove, and by a generous use of innu- 
ence he kept the factions in the Democratic 
party stirred up and fighting until election 
day, and then when he got Kralemann and 
his influence, he united that with his own 
faction, and that won for him.“ 

I notice that the money was paid with two 
checks of $100 each and of different dates. 
Why was that?“ 

Our agreement was for one-half cash, and 
that was paid on the i7thofMarch. That 
check was the smaller of the two, and it was 
one of Kralemann’s. It was taken from his 
check-book—we do business at the same 
bank—and it was written in his saloon. Itis 
indorsed by him, and you can see from the 
cuts init that it has been through the bank. 
The other $100 wasto be paid the morning 
after the Democratic primaries. They were 
held on March 19, and on the morning 
of the 20th Kralemann was so anxious and 
eager to get the money that he came to my 
house and sat in my kitchen untilI made out 
the check and gaveittohim. He would not 
go away until he had the money.’’ 

PULLED OFF THE TRACK. 

„Was there any Republican in the Ward 
who wanted to run?’’ 

„Oh, yes. A man named Timmermeister, 
who has a store on Fourteenth and Carr, 
wanted to run and had been to see Krale- 
mann about it. Kralemann told me 
that Timmermeister wanted to run, but 
when I gave him the $200 he said: ‘‘I’ll get 
rid of Timmermeister.

JUDGE GARRETT 8S. VAN WAGGONER. 

Judge Garrett 8. Van Waggoner died at his 
home, No. 8087 Washington avenue, last night 
at 8:30 o’clock, after a brief illness brought on 
by anattack of the grip. Judge Van Wag- 
goner was born in Paterson, N. J., and spent all 
of is early life there, building for himself 
quite an extensive practice under the patron- 
age of his father, who stood high in judicial 
circles.

“WILS” HOWARD RETURNED. 


The Notorious Outlaw Again Lodged in 
the St. Louis Jail. 


Cold- blooded ‘‘Wils’ Howard was returned 
to St. Louis this morning and again occupies 
his old quarters in the City Jail. He arrived, 
heavily ironed, in charge of a strong guard 
of Maries County officials, and was an object 
of much comment as he passed through 
the Union Depot and up Twelfth streets to 
the Four Courts. Howard was removed to 
Vienna, Maries County, on last Saturday 
morning, to answer to the charge of murder 
inthe first degree. It was alleged that in 
1889, when Wils Howard and his brother flea 
from Harlan County, Kentucky, at the 
time of the overthrow of the Howard faction 
in the famous Howard-Turner vendetta, 
which cost more than fifty men their lives, 
Wils passed through Maries County and one 
morning murdered a deaf mute named 
Thomas McMichaels on the road near 
his home at Dry Creek. The object 
of the killing was robbery. Owing to 
the strong feeling against the defendant in 
Maries County, Attorneys Blair and Forester 
decided not to risk their client’s neck before 
a jury at the Vienna Court and took a contin- 
uance forthe term. Before the case is again 
called a change of venue will have been taken 
to some other circuit. In case Howard beats 
the Maries County case he will be rearrested 
and returned to Harlan County, Ky., there 
being no less than seven indictments for 
murder in the first degree pending against 
bim in that court.

Coke Operators Addressed by Gompers at 
Pittsburg. 


PITTSBURG, Pa. April 14.—Samuel Gompers, 
President of the Federation of Labor, ad- 
dressed a great crowd last night on the eight- 
hour question.

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., April 15.—Five German 
glass cutters and mirror makers who ar- 
rived on the steamer Belgianland yesterday 
were detained by the immigration authori- 
ties on the ground that they were brought to 
this country in violation of the labor contract 
law. They testified that Joseph Dittman of 
Ford City had in a letter teed to give 
them employment. It was also stated that 
more than 400 men had come overfrom Ger- 
many and were working at Dittman’s works 
in Ford City in violation of the labor contract 
law. The glass workers detained yesterday 
have been ordered back to the ship and the 
Treasury Department notified. 


WANT THE HOURS REDUCED. 

Eav CLAIRE, Wis., April 15.—A mass meet- 
ing of workingmen was held last nightin the 
saw mill district at which it was agreed to 
ask the lumber corporations to operate the 
saw mills ten hours a day instead of eleven. 
Acommittee was appointed for that pur- 
pose. Only one mill has started thus far. 
The speakers advocated having the matter 
arranged harmoniously with the mill owners 
before the mills started in order to avoid a 
strike.

Muhs began to puff and blow as though he 
was about to collapse at any second. He 
made the turn, however, and clenching his 
teeth gota tighter hold on the handles and 
started on the return trip. He had made five 
long blocks without losing a keg of beer. Be- 
fore another biock was made, however, the 
crowd noticed that he was weakening, and 
bets were made on his further endurance. 
Before the gecond block was madea rest 
seemed inevitable. Great beads of perspira- 
tion were rolling down Muhs’ face, and his 
breathing became more labored. 

HAD TO LET GO. 

On the turn ofthe next block he dropped 
the handles and took a rest, 
at the same time wiping the 
perspiration out of his eyes.
